always, at laft, prevails againft Error, ¢- 
ven becaute ig is Truthe—Aad really thers 
feems fomeching in this Cafe worth Obfer- 
vatioge—The Progale between the Yiat- 
pers on one Hand, and MefBuers Bros and 
Helligr on che other, was of noConfequences 
they might have wrangled and cry’d p1.€ a= 
nother down, acd themlelves up, the Town 
had taken little or no Notice of it; Trade 
had been ligtle or nothing affeted wich it, 
vor had ever the Strife itfelf become Popu- 
lar, it had been like a Contentioa between 
cwo of a Trade, which we Gy feldom a- 
gree.
